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Family wins its 
fight for Sarah

Joy after long-running adoption battle 


THE Addingtons spent last 
Christmas apart. It will be the 
same story again this Christmas. 

But it set to have a happy ending 
- the family hope to be reunited in 
the New Year after finally winning a 
legal battle to adopt a little Indian 
girl. 

Minister Nick Addington arrived back in 
the UK last July after spending nearly 13 
years as a cardiac technician at a Christian 
hospital in India, accompanied by his 
children Natasha, 14, and Nathan, 11. 

Nick took over as pastoral leader at the 
Church in the Field group in Kedington last 
September. 

But his wife, Jane, stayed behind in 
Chandigarh, north of Delhi, to continue a 
long-running legal battle to adopt 4-year-old 
Sarah, who has lived with the family since 
she was five days old. 

The couple started adoption proceedings 
shortly after they began caring for Sarah, 
whose unmarried mother was unable to 
keep her. 

But their efforts have been mired in 
bureaucracy. 

Although they were not able to come 
home in time for Christmas, the family’s long 
wait should soon be over, as Nick and Jane 
have finally won legal guardianship of Sarah.

A WOMAN accused of 
helping an inmate to 
escape from a Suffolk 
prison has appeared in 
court. 

Tracey Poulton, 26, did 
not indicate a plea 
during a brief 
preliminary hearing at 
Ipswich Crown Court 
last week. Poulton is 
charged with assisting 
an escape from HMP 
Edmunds Hill at 
Stradishall. She was 
arrested following an 
incident on June 14 in 
which it is alleged 
James Whitlock, serving 
a 33-month sentence 
for theft, walked out of 
the prison. 

Judge David Goodin told 
Poulton, of Cawbeck 
Road, Little Canfield, 
Essex, that she would 
have to re-appear on 
February 11 to enter a 
plea to the charge 
against her. She was 
released on 
unconditional bail until 
her next court 
appearance. 

Whitlock, 25, who was 
arrested in the West 
Midlands on December 
8, appeared before 
magistrates in Dudley 
last week.

They have also been able to get 
her an Indian passport, but must 
now wait until a visa is issued, 
which could take up to two months. 

Nick told the Weekly News : “It 
was amazing when we heard that 
we had guardianship, we were 
really thrilled. 

“We have had so many false 
hopes and so many hearing dates 
cancelled. It is amazing to finally 
have a decision. 

“We went to India last January for 
three weeks - which was paid for by 
a group of churches in Haverhill - 
and Jane came home for six weeks 
in July. We have had some time 
together, but it has been a struggle 
for us all, especially the children 
without their mum. 

“It has been a real challenge, but 
everyone has been very helpful. 
Skype has been really useful, so that 
we could see and hear each other. It 
will be wonderful to be together as 
a family again, but we don’t know 
exactly when that will be yet.” 

Nick trained as a cardiac 
technician at a Christian hospital in 
Hackney, before moving to India to 
help train others to act as 
technicians at missions across 
Africa and India, He also helped to 
set up the Chandigarh Bible 
College. 

He met and married Jane in India 
and they already shared the desire 
to adopt another child, when a man 
visited them to say that his sister- 
in-law had a baby she could not 
keep. 


STRIKING leaf shaped gates 
designed by local pupils will look 
even more spectacular after lighting 
was installed to show them off at 
night. 

Councillors, schoolchildren and 
traders gathered for the officially 
switching on of the lights in Queen 
Street, Haverhill, last Friday. 


The gates were installed earlier 
this year to provide a focal point in 
the street, which had been given a 
major facelift with new paving and a 
new link through to the nearby 
Tesco. 

The gates are positioned at each 
end of the street, and replaced ugly 
metal barriers that were put up to 


close the street to traffic between 
10am and 4pm on weekdays and 
Saturdays, when the road is 
pedestrianised. 

The gates were designed by 
Haverhill students as part of the 
public art investment in the area. 
The design is based on huge leaves 
arranged to form a crown, in 


reference to the street’s name. 

Local firm Metcraft won the 
tender to manufacture the gates. To 
ensure the students continue to be 
closely involved, the leaves were 
delivered back to Samuel Ward, as 
well as Castle Manor and Coupals 
Primary schools, so they could be 
polished and finished.

New figures show that Haverhill 
South ward had 70J crimes in 
2009/JO, placing it third in the 
borough behind two wards in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Haverhill East had 458, Haver¬ 
hill North 428 and Haverhill West 
228. 

In a comparison of districts in 
Suffolk, St Edmundsbury was 
placed third - behind Ipswich and 
Waveney, which includes Lowes¬ 
toft, with a total of 6,609 crimes.

There were 77 crimes recorded 
in Clare, 66 in Kedington, JOJ in 
Wickhambrook and J43 in Hun- 
don.

Councillor uses fund to boost lifesaving team 


FIRST Responders have a 
valuable new piece of equipment 
to use, thanks to a donation from 
a county councillor. 

Cllr Tim Marks bought the £430 
pulseoximeter for the Haverhill 
First Responder group from his 
Suffolk County Council Locality 
Fund. 


The device is used to record 
the pulse rate of patients and the 
saturated oxygen levels in their 
blood. This can be continuously 
monitored to see whether it is 
improving when oxygen is given. 

Margaret Marks, who co¬ 
ordinates the First Responder 
scheme, said although the group 


is now under the remit of the 
ambulance service rather than 
Magpas, it was still a charity and 
had to provide its own capital 
items. She said: “This is a very 
important measuring device 
which lets us know very quickly if 
things are not going well. It will 
improve our ability to care for 


patients and we are very grateful 
to Cllr Marks. Some of our 
responders are already trained to 
use it and the others will be given 
training.”

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Thieves targeting 
cars’ converters 

POLICE have warned drivers 
to take precautions after a 
spate of thefts of catalytic 
converters from parked 
vehicles. 

The valuable converters, part 
of the exhaust system which 
stops the most harmful 
emissions, have mainly been 
stolen from vans and other 
commercial vehicles. 

There have been 17 thefts in 
Suffolk-four in Haverhill — 
since the beginning of this 
month. In the previous two 
weeks only three were 
reported - all of them in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

Some of the thefts have taken 
place while the vehicles were 
parked in the street, driveways 
or car parks. 

Crime Reduction Officer 
Bernard Plume suggested that 
converters could be marked 
with etching or invisible UV 
pens, or the SmartWater 
system. 

He said that vehicles should 
be left in well-lit areas and 
should be parked to make it 
more difficult for thieves to 
reach the converters. 

Police are also carrying out 
checks on scrapyards. 

Anyone spotting people acting 
suspiciously should call 999 if 
a crime is in progress or call 
(01473) 613500 to give 
information.

“We have just spent close to £500,000 
on a new line for one of the major 
retailers in the UK and we are looking to 
invest another £2 million over the 
course of the next 12 months, which we 
plan to plough into Haverhill to make it 
a centre of excellence.” 

He added: “It has been a challenging 
time for us, but also an opportunity for 
the business to grow 

“The businesses that are investing are

here for the long haul. We will ride the 
storm and find ways through, part¬ 
icularly when the situation is quite 
volatile. 

“Peanuts and cashews are expensive 
and, unlike others, 80 per cent of our 
costs are in raw materials.” 

Percy Dalton’s was one of the first 
businesses to open on the Haverhill 
Business Park after relocating from its 
former base in London in 2005. 

The company produces around 
10,000 tons of nuts a year from its 
factory in Haverhill. 

Last year, it was taken over by the 
Intersnack group and since then its 
production has almost doubled from 
around 50,000 cases a week to close to 
90,000. 

Mr Hancox said: “Since we became 
part of Intersnack we are looking to 
invest in Haverhill, and we have brought 
a new line here which will increase our 
capacity.”

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Church legacy boosts charity funds 


A CHURCH which received a legacy of 
£100,000 has decided to give 10 per 
cent of the cash to charities - 
including a local hospice. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care was one 
of three charities to benefit at a recent 
presentation by the West End 
Congregational church in Haverhill. 
After receiving the significant legacy, 
the church members decided to give 
£10,000 to good causes. 

Church treasurer Jim Shirling- 
Rooke said churchgoers were asked 
to suggest worthy charities and then 
vote on how much of the legacy they 
should receive. 

He said: “Every charity on the list, 


22 altogether, got something. We 
already support St Nicholas Hospice 
Care on an ongoing basis. 

“Every two years, the church has a 
tree festival and the funds are split 
between three charities, so the 
hospice receives some of that money, 
too. The legacy was a Godsend for 
us.” 

Church member Peter Holmes, 
whose wife Christine died at the 
hospice, said: “The hospice needs 
help; if people didn’t give, then it 
wouldn’t be able to run all its 
services.” 

Ian Norris, community fundraiser, 
said: “The church has done quite a lot 


for us over the years, for which we are 
incredibly grateful." 

At a cheque presentation at the 
hospice’s Bury St Edmunds site, St 
Nicholas Hospice Care received £550, 
East Anglia’s Children’s Hospices 
received £700 and Marie Curie Suffolk 
and Norfolk was given £500. 

The bequest to the West End church 
was made by a man called Walter 
Plumb, who is also believed to have 
left cash to five other churches in the 
town. 

He was not a member of the 
congregation at the West End church 
and the bequest came as a surprise to 
its members. 


Ladder plunge 
costs firm £9k 


A BUILDERS’ merchant 
has been fined £5,000 after 
a subcontractor who suff¬ 
ered an electric shock fell 
18ft from a ladder. 

David Minor suffered burns to 
his hands and a fractured 
vertebra, broken ankle and 
smashed heel when he hit the 
concrete floor. 

The 63-year-old had been sub¬ 
contracted by Ridgeons, which 
has its headquarters in Nuffield 
Road, Cambridge, to fix an 
overhead crane system at a 
workshop in Sudbury, Suffolk. 


Bury St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court heard Mr Minor was 
climbing a ladder to reach the 
crane when he touched the main 
power channel, which carried 
415 volts but had not been 
marked or isolated. He then fell 
to the floor. 

Ridgeons admitted failing to 
ensure work was carried out in 
such a manner as to not give rise 
to danger, and was fined £5,000, 
with £4,345 costs. 

Jonathan Elven, an inspector 
for the Health and Safety 
Executive, said firms had to 
ensure work by subcontractors 


was properly managed and safe. 

He said: “Ridgeons admitted 
the task was handed to Mr Minor 
without discussion as to the way 
it was to be undertaken, or any 
precautions that may be 
needed.” 

A Ridgeons spokesman said: 
“The Ridgeons Group has 
conducted its own internal 
investigation and is committed to 
maintaining the highest stan¬ 
dards of health and safety across 
all operations.” 

Mr Minor, from Bury St 
Edmunds, was employed by 
Graham Parish Engineering.

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Battling Emilia looks forward 
to a very special Christmas

Hubbard household 
is full of festive 
cheer. 

Hanging a final bauble 
on the tree, youngest 
daughter Emilia declares 
this Christmas will be 
extra-special. 

“I’d say most days are a 
9/10 now, but Christmas 
Day will be a 10/10 day,” 
says the 12-year-old, 
beaming. “We’ll put out 
stockings, Father 
Christmas will come, all 
our family will come over 
... It’s going to be great - 
I can’t wait.” 

To see her now, bright, 
bubbly and full of life, it’s 
hard to believe that in 
the run-up to last 
Christmas Emilia was a 
shadow of her current 
self. After battling a rare 
and dangerous blood 
disorder for two long 
years, she was recovering 
from a life-changing 
bone marrow transplant. 

“Before I had the 
transplant I felt really 
terrible,” remembers 
Emilia. “I’d had an 
infection for ages and

was in a lot of pain, 
especially in my tummy, 
so I was on lots of 
painkillers and they 
made me feel quite 
depressed. I wasn’t very 
happy. I had to have 
blood transfusions every 
week and wasn’t allowed 
to go to school... It 
wasn’t much fun. 

“But now I go to 
school, at Bottisham 
Village College, I’ve 
made lots of friends and 
I’m catching up with 
lessons. I can go 
swimming, play 
basketball, go shopping, 
go to the cinema... And 
next year we’re going on 
holiday to America, 
which will be amazing - 
we’re even going to The 
Wizarding World of 
Harry Potter! Before I 
had the transplant, I 
wouldn’t have been 
allowed to do any of 
that.” 

Emilia, from Swaffham 
Prior, had a severe form 
of a condition known as 
aplastic anaemia. A 
failure of the bone 
marrow, which produces 
the body’s blood calls, it 
is a very rare illness: 
according to statistics, 
only 130 people in the 
UK are diagnosed with 
aplastic anaemia each 
year. 

Although it is not a 


form of cancer, it has 
symptoms similar to 
leukaemia - fatigue, 
weakness and a 
propensity to both 
bruise and catch 
infections. And, again 
akin to leukaemia, the 
only real cure is a bone 
marrow transplant. 

Emilia fell ill in the 
winter of 2007. “A couple 
of months before that 
Christmas she started 
getting a lot of bruises,” 
remembers mum Ann. 
“We just put it down to 
rough and tumble in the 
playground. Nearer to 
Christmas she began to 
get very tired. And then 
she developed a cough 
which was really 
persistent: she had 
antibiotics but it just 
wouldn't go away.” In 
February 2008, the GP 
decided to do a blood 
test. “I got a call next day 
to say we had to get her 
into A & E straight away,” 
continues Ann. “It was 
such a shock...” 

The test had revealed a 
dangerously low blood 
cell count: as soon as 
Emilia arrived at 
Addenbrooke’s, she was 
given an emergency 
transfusion. A bone 
marrow biopsy revealed 
the aplastic anaemia - a 
potentially life- 
threatening condition. 

“I felt quite numb,” 
adds Ann. “It was just 
such an enormous 
shock: I went onto auto¬ 


pilot really. I can 
remember being shown 
round the ward, told 
where the bathrooms 
are, the washing 
facilities, the tumble 
dryer... I thought: 

‘Why? We’re not going to 
need them. This is all a 
big mistake - we’re going 
to be out soon.’” 

But that was only the 
beginning: the 
intervening three years 
have, admits Ann, been 
something of a 
rollercoaster ride for her, 
husband Phil, older 
daughter Alice, now 15, 
and, of course, Emilia. 

Reliant on weekly 
transfusions, because 
her own body couldn’t 
produce blood cells, 
Emilia was constantly in 
and out of hospital. With 
her immune system 
unable to function, she 
was vulnerable to all 
manner of infections; as 
a result, doctors gave her 
parents strict 
instructions to keep her 
away from crowded 
places - including school 
- to minimise the 
likelihood of coming into 
contact with bugs. 

“I clearly remember 
the four of us standing in 
a shop, looking at 
something, and hearing 
someone behind us 
cough,” recalls Ann. 
“Without exchanging a 
word, all four of us 
turned and left. Being 
wary of bugs became

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part of life: we got used to 
being on edge all the 
time, basically.” 

Soon after Emilia’s 
diagnosis, the search for a 
bone marrow donor 
began. In a bid to raise 
both awareness and the 
number of people on the 
donor register, the 
Hubbards held a 
recruitment drive on 
behalf of the charity 
Anthony Nolan. 

“Alice, my husband Phil 
and I were all tested soon 
after she was diagnosed,” 
explains Ann. “But 
unfortunately none of us 
were a match.”When we 
looked into it, we 
discovered that less than 
750,000 people in the UK 
are on the bone marrow 
register, a tiny proportion 
of the population. A lot of 
people don't know much 
about bone marrow 
donation and what it 
entails: they perhaps 
don’t realise, for example, 
that their body makes up 
the donated marrow 
within hours. 

“We decided to do what 
we could to raise 
awareness of bone 
marrow donation - in the 
hope that more people 
would decide to join the 
register.” 

Ann and Phil say family, 
friends, neighbours and 
even total strangers were 
“incredibly generous” in 
their support but, despite 
scanning worldwide 
donor registers, still no 
perfect match could be 
found for Emilia. 

Then, in the summer of 
last year, experts 
discovered a donor who 
was a 90 per cent match - 
a 24-year-old man in 
America. Despite the 
transplant being 
postponed twice, the 
second time thanks to an 
outbreak of Swine Flu, 
Emilia finally got her new 
bone marrow last 
October. 

The procedure took 
place at a specialist unit 
in Bristol. Warned by 
medics that Emilia was in 
for a rocky ride, both Ann 
and Phil were encouraged 
to put work on hold and 
up sticks for Bristol; they 
ended up staying there for 
more than two months. 
Alice, who had just begun 
the first year of GCSEs, 


stayed at home with her 
grandparents. 

“We didn’t realise until 
we actually went through 
it that it would be the 
biggest challenge we’ve 
ever faced,” admits Ann. 
“Seeing your child in 
pain, not knowing what’s 
going to happen from day 
to day or what the final 
outcome will be - it’s 
exhausting, and we 
needed each other’s 
support.” 

Before Emilia received 
the bone marrow, she 
needed a short, sharp 
course of chemo to 
‘condition’ her system 
(essentially, to clear the 
way for the donor cells). A 
few days into the 
treatment, she was moved 
into isolation, where she 
remained for the next six 
weeks. The chemotherapy 
left her nauseous, 
vomiting and with a 
horrible headache; it also 
caused all her hair to fall 
out. “I actually didn’t 
mind that bit,” she grins. 

“I didn’t have to wash it, 
which was one less thing 
to do!” 

Immediately after 
donation, the bone 
marrow was flown over 
from the States with an 
Anthony Nolan escort, 
filtered for bugs and then 
delivered straight to 
Bristol. “We don’t know 
anything about the donor 
apart from the fact he was 
American and 24 years 
old,” says Ann. “But on 
the night Emilia had the 
transfusion I wrote him a 
letter, which the donor 
service passed on, telling 
him what an amazing gift 
he has given.” 

All Emilia’s family say 
her determination and 
cheerful outlook fill them 
with awe. “I think you’re 
the bravest person I’ve 
ever met,” sister Alice tells 
her. “Honestly, in all this 
time, I’ve only heard her 
complain a couple of 


times. I don’t think I could 
have handled it so well.” 

Emilia’s path to 
recovery was far from 
smooth; along the way, 
she needed a top-up of 
the donor marrow and 
blood cells from four 
other donors (her mum, 
her uncle and two family 
friends). “Gradually, I did 
start to feel better. They 
took me off the 
painkillers, which had 
made me a bit depressed. 
Instead of staying in my 
pyjamas all day, I started 
to get dressed. And I 
started wanting to go out: 
they used to let me go out 
for a couple of hours at a 
time, then for a day, then 
for anight...” 

Doctors were 
monitoring Emilia’s white 
blood cell count very 
closely. When her 
neutrophils (cells vital to 
the body’s immune 
response) reached a high 
enough level, she was 
allowed to leave the 
isolation unit for short 
spells. 

Little by little, Emilia’s 
health began to improve 
and her energy levels 
started to rise. Now, more 
than a year on from the 
transplant, her life is 
almost back to normal 
(though she still needs 
regular hospital checks). 

“It’s hard to find the 
words to describe it... Life 
is very good, very, very 
good,” says Ann. “Emilia’s 
well and enjoying life, 
we’re all at home together, 
we don’t have to worry 
about everywhere we go 
and everything we do. 
We’re living the life that 
was put on hold for three 
years. 

“We never dared dream 
we’d get to this position. 
We’ve been through some 
difficult years and had 
some very dark times, so 
to come back out into the 
light is absolutely 
wonderful.”

Floral decorations add 
splash of festive colour 


F lorist to the stars, 
Judith Blacklock, has 
produced a step-by- 
step guide on how to create 
some last-minute festive 
decorations with minimum 
fuss and maximum impact. 

She has created arrangements 
for everyone from the likes of 
Kirstie Allsopp to the Prime 
Minister and the Royal Family, so 
the acclaimed florist knows more 
than most about how to gain the 
most impact for a room from 
foliage and flowers. 

Judith has recently completed a 
number of Christmas courses at 
her famous flower school in 
London, featuring everything 
from traditional festive wreath¬ 
making to more contemporary 
designs. Here are three easy-to- 
create seasonal arrangements: 

AWESOME ANEMONES 

“This pretty design is a wonderful 
way to use up any broken flower 
stems together with a fresh bunch 
of flowers,” says Judith. 

“Spray garden foliage gold, 
silver or platinum for some cheap 
and chic festive glamour.” 

You will need: 

■ A circular glass container and 
separate circular glass vase. 

■ Six tea lights in holders. 

■ Six red anemones. 


■ Tree ivy sprayed gold. 

■ 20 stems of anemones. 

■ Eight cones sprayed gold and 
threaded with wire. 

Method 

■ Fill the circular container and 
the vase with water. 

■ Place the tea-light holders at 
regular intervals around the 
circular container. Insert the 
candles. 

■ Cut six anemone heads 
short, just below the ring of 
foliage nearest to the 
. flower. 

■ Place the vase in 
the centre of the 
' circular container. 

Add stems of tree ivy 
that you have dusted 
with gold spray, being 
sure to remove all the 
leaves that would fall beneath the 
water level. 

■ Thread the anemones through 
the tree ivy into the water. 

■ Twist florists’ wires around the 
lower bracts of the cones and twist 
again to form stalks. Arrange 
these at intervals between the 
flowers to conjure the festive 
spirit. 

PHORMIUM FANCY 

“Purple and cream variegated 
phormium grows like weed in my 
garden,” says Judith. 



“Its evergreen leaves are tough, 
easily manipulated and last well 
when submerged in, or even out 
of, water, so they are the floral 
designer’s dream ingredient. I love 
their architectural lines, which 
look especially pleasing curled 
snail-like around this vase. 

“The leaves are a clever way of 
supporting flowers heads, so this 
is a great design for using up 
broken stems. I have used florists’ 
roses, but a late-flowering garden 
rose, or hellebore, would also look 
gorgeous.” 

You will need: 

■ Phormium leaves. 

■ One rose. 

■ Two stems of spray roses. 

■ A few stems of holly with 
berries from the garden. 

■ A shallow glass container. 

Method 

■ Starting from the edge of the 
container, twist the leaves around 
in ever decreasing circles, until 
you reach the middle. 

■ Pour water into the vase, until it 
is two-thirds full. 

■ Cut the large rose head, leaving 
about 5cm of stem. Place this in 
the centre of the container, 
allowing the phormium to support 
it. 

■ Repeat step three with the spray 
roses and berries, distributing 
them evenly. 


HEAVENLY HOLLY VASE 

“Holly is one of my festive 
favourites. This winter there is a 
bumper crop in my garden thanks 
to the warm, rainy autumn when 
the berries were ripening, so 
hopefully there will be enough for 
the robins and me. 

“To give this traditional 
Christmas staple a contemporary 
update, I have ‘drowned’ some 
sprigs in a vase of water. The 
water magnifies the holly’s leaves 
and berries, so a little goes a long 
way. It is an embarrassingly 
simple and inexpensive design, 
yet it is always much admired and 
would look fabulous on a 
mantelpiece.” 

You will need: 

■ Several branches of berried 
holly. If the birds have eaten the 
berries, skimmia makes a luscious 
alternative. Other fruiting plants 
that are both eye-catching under 
water and will decompose slowly 
include cotoneaster and 
pyracantha, tree ivy laden with 
fertilised black berries, and 
branches of crab apples. 

■ Physalis (Chinese lantern) seed 
heads. This is an easy-to-grow 
biennial that is happy in deep 
shade. 

■ A tall, round glass cylinder vase 

■ A round dish - preferably with 
two sides with a hole in the centre,

like a moat, but this is not 
essential. You could simply place 
the glass container in the centre of 
a low glass bowl. 

■ Eight tea lights in holders 

Method 

■ Ensure your containers are 
scrupulously clean. Use limescale 
remover to dissolve any grime and 
then glass cleaner to polish. 

■ Pour water into the tall vase 
until it is three-quarters full. 

■ Cut the stems of the holly and 
immerse. Push a couple right to 
the bottom of the vase, then keep 


adding sprigs on top of each until 
the vase is full. Be careful not to 
add too many or the simplicity 
will be lost. The weight of the 
berries will stop them from rising 
to the surface. 

■ Place the tea lights and their 
holders at regular intervals around 
the circular dish. 

■ Fill the gaps between the tea 
lights with the physalis heads. 

■ Remember to change the water 
daily and your holly will last for 
weeks.

PETER Betts believes his players will continue 
where they left off when Haverhill Rovers resume 
their league campaign following the winter 
freeze. 

Rovers have not played a competitive match 
since their 3-0 win over Newmarket on 
December 11, but with the majority of clubs 
facing similar problems, Betts is confident the 
momentum gained in the last few weeks will not 
be lost.

“We’re lucky that we’ve got good links with 
Samuel Ward Upper School, so we’ve been using 
their sports hall for training,” continued Betts. 

“They've got cardio-vascular machines as well, 
so the players have been doing a lot of work in 
the gym. We’ll be working as hard as possible to 
stay fit and will be training over the Christmas 
period. Hopefully, we’ll reap the benefit when we 
come back.” 

Rovers are due to entertain Hadleigh United at 
the New Croft on Monday but, with the cold 
weather expected to continue, the game could 
be in doubt.
